SCIENCE IN PERSPECTIVE : WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE

_ We live in an extra ordinary day and age. The year 1983, the place planet Earth : These 
are times of stunning changes in social organization, economic well being, philosoohical and 
religious perspectives, a great lap forward human self knowledge and Scientific understanding 
of that vast universe in which we are embedded like a grain of sand in a cosmic ocean 

How far did man come to embrace the “New Science” He came from the axe to the 
cyclotron, from the sickle to the harvester, from the pieces of rock hurled by one care man at 
another to the neutron bomb which has the capacity to wipe out an entire civilization. He 
came from the dark depths of barbananisms to the cream of social elite, from the haplers by- 
stander to the right wing and left wing politician, from the gullible fool to the wily god man ? 

It didn’t take place over night : and we did better than the animals, intellectually lower 
forms. They handn’t built I. C. B. M. S. or composed poetry-but then the arts and sciences are 
both uniquely human actions, outside the range of anything that an animal can do. Both these 

actions derive from the same the same faculty, the ability to visialize the future, to forsee what 
may happen and to plan to anticipate it. It took a little over two million years for man to 
change from the little creatures with the stone in his hand to the modern form. It has taken 
much less than twenty thousand years for modern man to become creatures that you and I 
aspire to be— artistes, scientists and travellors, immensly richer experience and bolder in im- 
agination than any of our ancestors. (Today. I understand it will take less than a minute to 
wipe all evidence of humanity and its intellelualism from the face of the earth). 

It is admittedly an exhilerating experience to pause and look back on all those years of 
work, the application of the intellect, the avility to solve problems by sheer genius. To see 
wonders in simplicity, to communally produce .scientific wonders, to unravel secrets of natural 
mystery. I am tempted to quote in this connexion from Blake in his opening lines from the 
Auguries of Innocence. 

“To see a world in a grain of sand 

And a heaven in a wild flower 

Hold infinity in the palm of your hand 

And eternity in an hour” 

We stand at the brink of an age of the world in which human life presses forward to 
actualize new forms. The false seperation of man and nature, of time and space, of freedom 
and security is acknowledged and we are faced with a new vision of man in his organic unity 
#nd of history offering a richness and diversity, of quality and majesty hitherto unprecedeij.

Science no longer consists in a manipulation of man and nature as opposite forces, nor in the 
reduction of data to a more statistical order, but is the means of literating man kind from the 
destructive power of fear, ignorance and slienatron. 

Jacob Broneowsky concludes his book “The Ascent of man” with the idea that the ascent 
of man will go on. Every man and civilization has gone forward because of its engagement 
with what it has set itself to do. Human imagination in perspective ?.... May be. Science 
in perspective ? . . . may be, but then, where do we go from here ? Haven’t we surpassed those 
denizens of the wild ? Man, the fittest has evolved, developed, survived and reigns, supreme, 
the lord of all he surveys. Armed with his ‘New Science he is the conqueror with his neutron 
bombs and F-16s, the mathematicians and Scientific wizard with his computers and electronic 
gadgets, the health care specialist with his CAT Scanner, and automatic diegnostic equipment. 
Genetic engineering and gene replacement will make Erankensteins come alive while cloning 
and invitro fertilizations will in the future probably obviate the necessity for sex as a means 
of procreation. Innovations in social structure has indeed brought about a great deal of per- 
missiveness and mad continues to strive for newer expressions to exhibit his identity.

Man has so far survived the test of time or so it seem ; Will man survive the test of man 
The human factor ? The conflict of intelligence. The depletron of natural and artiflcal re- 
sources? The dangers of victory ? (In terms of human accomplishments or achievements). 
Where do we go from here ?

Man has come so far, so fast he is far a head of his time, his intellect, his imagnation, 
the evolution of his brain, have over taken his biological meta morphosis. Now it appears 
that our situation is brand new. No civilization has previously had to face the challenge of 
Scientific specialization. Intellectualism remains suspended between the Scientific advances 
of today and the danger of taking the paths that led to sterility of the mind and heart, moral 
apathy and intellectual intertia of tomorrow. Will the future produce soicial dinosaurs, unfit to 
live in a rapidly evolving (or degenrating) world ? Are we afraid that this is where we are going ? 

Arn’t we afraid of intellectual redundancy, a mere human at the mercy of the Robot 
a Cyborg 1 Arn’t we afraid of extraterestnal intelligence begining where our human (alas 1) 
brain will not venture. But most of all arn’t we afraid of ouiselves. Humanity versus itself ! 

If humanity represents Science, then intelligence being a function of humanity has a 
great bearing on where we go from here and what we do from ‘now’. In a competing world. 
The more intelligent race will naturally dominate the lesser intelligent forms. Where then is no 
high level of ‘Intellegence, there is no awareness of anything but the present, however, as 
intellegence and scientific application increase, conflicts of intelligence between civilizations, 
races, nations^ cultures and even communities arise. Take for example the human indulgence 
of war. War has promulgated the development and use of technoolgical achievements. 
World War I introduce the military use of tanks, aeroplanes and poison gas. World War II 
introduced the nuclear bomb. Since that war, ICBM’s ntulron bombs, nerve gases, laser 
yveaponry and biological y^ar fave haye been intensely developed and for what good purpose ? 
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Lets look at another example — The depletion of resources for instance. Technology 
depends, for its success on the exploitation of various resources drawn from our environment and 
advance in techology involver an increase in that rate of explortation it would seem In that 
every case, how long will our resoureces last ?

I am hoping that these questions will be answered in future 
debates and discussions (provided minds haven’t degenerated by then ! ! 1) 

How true it is, science has biberated us from Ignorance and set us on the pedestal of 
knowledge. Science has broken those chains that boundhumanityslavesofdogmaandpre- 
dujice to bring us to the threshold of this “bare new world”. Yes I Man is posed midway 
between the gods and the bests. Science has led him there. Do we reach upto gods ... . 
or do we degenerate, become a decadent civilization and return to the beasts ? 

It is the business of the future to be dangerous—. . . The major advances in civilization 
are processes that all but wreck the societies in which they occur !

THE YESTERDAY’ TODAY AND TOMORROW OF LITERACY 


There is an increasing varietn of means other than literacy for acquiring, storing and disse- 
minating knowledge. It is also true, that book are not always a very effective means of com- 
municatin. It is fashionable to look in literacy as “the Gutenberg hang up’.’ In the forseeable 
future literacy will remain an indispensable vehicle for communicatiori. It will also continue to 
offer literate individuals and groups an opportunity to shape the life they live rather than be 
subjugated to it. In this sense literacy is a potential weapon of personal and social liberation. 

If you were illiterate, you would lack one (though not the only) basic means for knowing 
and understanding the world, for benefiitiog from it and contributing to it. You would be 
essentially, an non participant. Literacy is you “ticket to ride” on a Spaceship called Earth 
as it hurtles towards the Twenty first century. 

What in your opinion can be made of the fact that those with no tickets to ride number 
around 800 million ? With the increase in population this number rises even more. More 
than one third of the world’s population is deprived of the most basic tools of education. 
And it is not likely to become a reality in the near future, since millions of todays infants 
will grow through childhood and anolescence into adulthood without receiving any kind of 
organized and modern education. 

Illiteracy is much more than a violation of the right to education It also inhibits or ; 
prevents the effective exercise of other human rights. It subverts the free choice of work, ! 
because if you are unable to read and write, the range of jobs open to you would be limited | 
only to the most exhausting forms of menial labour. 1 

Development is dynamic and is motion in itself. It is societies changing and economics i 
growing. For old truths must change if societies are to vary and these truths must be ques- [ 
tioned ; and out moded institutions must be dismanteled, alternatives must be invented and 
constructed. Illiteracy restricts acess to new ideas and slows the invention and construction 
of alternative institutions. J 

For economic to grow, old (slow, inefficient and expensive) techniques must be replaced 
with new (quick, rational and cheap) techniques. To replace the old techniques there has got ' 
to be circulation of the new. For circulation of new techniques to be successful, recipients must 
be able to understand and use them independantly. Illiteracy prevents the successful ' 
circulation of new techniques. What exactly is literacy and and how is it defined in todays | 
world? The Unesco definition seemr tube the best so far, “a person is literate when he ' 
has acquired the essential knowledge and skills which enable him to engage in all those activities 
in which literacy is required for effective functioning in his group of community, and whose 
attainment in reading, writing and arithmetic make it possible for him to continue to use 
these skills towards his on and the community’s development.” 


there is a definite correlation between illiteracy and under development but the exaci 
nature of the relationship is elusive. The actual relationship between literacy and develop- 
ment may be expressed as a chicken and egg dilemma. And one pauses to wonder whether 
literacy ignites development or development makes literacy possible ? It seems that this is a 
mutural process and there is a reciprocal acceleration or braking, depending on the kind and 
amount of literacy and development. 

Formal education is not suited to the needs of the Third World. Literacy does not have 
all the answers and yet if parctised under the selective functional and wosk oriented approach, 
it is geared towards meeting the demand for education among the unschooled masses ; oflfers 
more direct economic returns sooner ; adopts its contents to local needs, uses more attractive 
and effective pedagogy, and while providing basic adult education, also lays the foundation 
for continuing education. For many literacy can be the launch pad for lifelong education. 

And it is possible that lifelong education enable the hare of development rather than the 
tortoise of starvation to cross the finishing line first.

A LOOK TO NETHERLAND

The Netherlands comprises of total area of 40,844 sq. km., having about 14 million inhabi* 
tants. The capital city is Amsterdam, but the.-Haque is the seat of Government, International 
Court of Justice “Peace Palace” is also situated in Haque. Largest city is Rdtterdain havin g 
population of 791,0 0 and ranks, as worlds largest port. The standard of living indicators show 
that for every 1000 inhabitants there are 259 private cars, 233 television sets and 344 telephones. 
Almost every new construction has a central heating system installed, as do over 73% of all 
dwellings. 

Over half of the total area of Netherlands is below sea level and hence creates serious 
water control problems. Dutch people have been fighting with the sea for centuries. They 
Have enclosed .all the boundaries by dikes, designed on 1000 years return period. Not only 
this, they ba.ve snatched and reclaimed about 200,000 hectares land from the sea. 

Apart of the Dutch soil consists- of peat soil which is homous and very light in weight. In 
the past jpeople even have dug up this peat and used it for burning. (There is hudge peat museum 
depicitirg the history of it.) As a consequence inviting water in place of soil. The water table 
below the ground is normally high. Polders also face this problem because out side water is 
higher than the land. Taking into consideration an appropriate drainage criteria and though 
their vast experiences they have laid sub-surface drainage pipes for the removal of excess water 


from the fields. 

Rhine river is the source of fresh water coming from Switzerland, France, West Germany, 
Belgium and crossing through Hohand to the sea. Enclosure gates have been designed at the 
junction of the two waters so that if river level is too high it can be allowed to go to sea, but 
salty water of the sea cannot enter in the river again when sea water level is higher than the 
river due to tidal movements. j 

The International Agricultural Centrem Wageingen, Netherlands, is a Government body | 
which conduct many short terra courses in agricultural sciences in English Medium. Dutch the j 
the official language of Holland, All University Education is in Dutch medium. The short * 
term course conducted by International Agricultural Centre are as listed below : 

1. International course on diary cattle husbandry (March to June 3 months) 

2. International course on applied plant breeding (March to June 2 months one week) 

3. International potato coure (April to July 3 months) 

4. International course on rural Extension (June to July one month) 

5. International course on plant protection (July to November) 

6. International course on vegetable growing (August Nov. 3 months) 

7. International course on Land drainage (August to December 3 months 2 weeks) 
Admissions to these courses are made through ofllcial Government nominations, Holland is the 
most densely populated country of Europe. There are strict rules for issuing the visa to fore* 
igners for employment and permanent living at Netherlands. But it is very easy to go to Nether 
lands as a student or as a tourist. 


A WORD ABOUT NDRI CAMPUS 


I was at National Dairy Research Institute, Karnal for forty five days for on farm training. 

The N. D. R. I. is one of the Asias biggest Institute where research is unpertaken in the, 
field of dairying, and its allied disciplines. The total area of the Campus is 16 acres, The 
main object of the Institute is to boost milk production on scientific lines. It is an I. C. A. R. 
concern. Where national interests are given top priority. 

Following is the information regarding the programme of N. D. R. I., Karnal. 

The Instilute strivss hard to pursuit of knowledge in all branches in dairy science. In 
otherwords it contributes much to improve milk production and consumption in this country. 
The Institute has to its credit 250 Scientists with high, academic excellence. The scientific 
programme is divided into the 14 disciplines. Inter-disciplinarv approach is maintained to 
augument research projects. It is apt to remark that the Institute is snaching away the calf’s 
milk and doing research to get fruitful results 

The first and foremost duty of this Insitute in Dairy Production. It deals with feed 
stuffs and live-stock nutrition. Nutritive requirements for growth physiology of growth and 
reproduction, lactation, dairy livestock genetics, dairy live-stock breeding etc. This helps in 
producing milk eflSciently and ecoomically under verying condition,. 

The next important function is milk and milk processing technique dealing with the 
Chemistry of dairy products and to produce and distributes milk and milk products in a hygeuic 
and economical way. 

The Institute undertakes programmes of training progressive farmers farm youth, rural 
women, field workers, plant operators and managers for a short period. During the pro- 
gramme the Institute conducts seminars, symposia, lectures etc,, through emineiit farm scien- 
tists and other technical personnel who are on the staff of N. D. R. I., to provide current know . 
how and help dissimination of knowledge. Expert research findings will be placed before them 
for adoption in a day to day practices. 

It has a wide net work which connects national and inter-national research and training 
institutions in dairying and allied fields for exohaoge of information and for advancing new 
knowledge both in basic and applied fields in relation to Dairy Science, 

The Institute has an established A. I. programme also, to evolve crossbred variety milch 
cattle and to exploit the sement of the superior sires like Holstein Fresien, Jersey for their 
adopting to their environmental conditions of India in the breeding programmes the old bulls 
are culled out but their semen is preserved by frozen semen techique. 

According to the frozen technology the semen can be preserved alive for 100 years 
without damaging the quality. The frozen semen banks have large liquid nitrogen plant to meet 
the requirements of sorvicing the various primary and district depots of frozen semen. Facilities 
for both natural and A. 1. services aae available at this Institute to farmers of surrounding area. 
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Besides the above mentioned programmmes the Institute has a bio-gas production 
technology. Much research is done in this field to fight shortage and recycle the dairy waste. 

This year a group of I. D. D. Students from Allahabad Agricultural Institute has got an 
opportunity to stay at N. D. R. I to grasp subject mattar. In various fields during their 
on-farm training. There was an exchange of thoughts between the staff of N. D. R. 1. and 
I. D. D. Students, regarding various aspects of dairying. 

As a student of 1. D. D. the author is thankful to the Animal Husbandry Department 
of the Allahabad Agricultural Institute for deputing him for the on-farm training at N. D, R. I. 
Karnal to learn several new thing and to- enrich in knowledge in dairy science.

To his countless friends and admirers Dwivediji (S. N. Dwivedi) was a “guru” in the 
real sense of the term. No one had thought even in his wildest dreams that the cruel hands 
of fate would Snatch him away from us so suddenly and abruptly. All his near and dear ones 
were shocked and bewildered beyond measure with his passing away on morning of October, 
7, 1980 not only Allahabad Agricultural Institute lost one of its most lovable faculty member, 
but the city itself a great Samaritan and a friend of the poor and the needy. 

Over the years I bad developed very close intimate personal and faniiliarties with him, 
I used to address fami as “maharaj”’, another epithet in popular parlance, 

Hailing from a remote but princely village of “Haldi” in Ballia District, ‘guru’ came to 
Allahabad while still in his teens. He fell so much in love with this city that he decided to 
make it his permanent home. After passing bis M. A. in Hindi from Allahabad University 
(missing first class by a single mark), he joined the Institute First as a part time lecturer in 
Hindi which later oh was converted into a full time job. His devotion to the Institute was 
total intransigent. He was prepared to go to any length to defend its prestige and glory, albeit 
under severe economic and administrative strains. 

‘Guru’ was an avid and voracious reader of books and magazines. We shared this one 
common passion. But I have no hesitation in admitting that he was much a head of me in 
this respect. To him reading came first and then anything else. He would buy book and 
magazines with the same eclat as one would buy and clothing items jood I have come across very 
few people better informed than him not only in his own subject but also in subjects like 
politics and religion. In the domain of creative writing he concentrated on writing research 
in papers in Hindi and Sanskrit based on ancient mansucripts. He had authored no less than 
100 research papers and two drama books in Sanskrit. He had a fine collection of rare books 
and mansucripts. 

Guau was a Samaritan Par excellence. He was unparallted in his propensity to help the 
needy. Not only would he not refuse any one coming to him for help, but in many instances 
he would spend his own money and energy to help qthers. Many times 1 found him going 
on his own bicycle to meet someone to arrange help. This is a rare quality in the present 
age when self-centredness and quid proquo are ruting the roost. Thus a heavy chunk of his 
time and energy was spent in philanthropic work serving others. I was this all consuming 
passion to help others which helped him to win friends and influence people at large.

He was never a favourite of lady luck who treated him rather stridently. Fate started 
tricks on him. From the time he missed his first class by a single make in M. A, This was 
followed by a series of mishaps and misfortunes. He once joined as lecturer in Degree 
College, Zamania, Ghazipur but left it in the hope of getting a better opportunity of Allahabad 
itself: Once he was called to Delhi by a high up and was assured of lecturership in a degree 
College but before this could materialire the mentor himself passed away leaving him in the 
lurch: He used to recount all these rendezvous with destiny in his moments of reflections 
reminiscences while I sat listening absorbed and dazed. He was interviewed for a lecturers 
post at Jabalpur also. It was a long and tortuous affair, the denourment being the same, 
failure and frustration as in other cases. The last interview he attended was few years before 
death at the Ewing Chri stain College for the post of lecturer in Hindi. In this he told the 
expert that the question he was asking was a very light one and that he should ask some more 
weighty questions. Needless to say that he himself ensured his non-selection. 

While helping others to obtain Ph. D. ‘Guru* himself not complete his Ph. D. His 
activities an f pre-occupations were so numerous and diversified that he could hardly spare 
time to think of himself and his family. His involvement in others w.lfare left him little time 
to attend to his daily routines of life, I was always coaxing and cojoling him to keep 
regular hours and take care of his health. But it was beyond him to regulate his life within 
the framework of time and routine. He was bubbling with ebullience and exuberance, be- 
coming restive, when nothing was on hand to do. Of course, he read a lot but then he was 
a man of action and always wanted to combine mental with physical preoccuptions. National 
service Scheme (NSS) provided an ideal forum for his creative activities and he has undoubtedy 
left an indelible mark in this sphere at Allahabad Agricultural Institute. 

The upshot of his irregular but hectic life was that although appareelty lovking robust 
and healthy, he used to have occasional bouts of heart-aches and concoramitant restlessness. 
No one had an inkling that the last one would be so fatal as to cut short his life. 

As if ‘Guru’ had a premonition of what was coming, he accomplished two most essential 
tasks of his life before his departure from this world. He got a house of his own constructed 
and got his only daughters marriage solemnized. The latter task had been irking him and 
his wile for the past some time, He succeeded, much to his liking, in finding o son-in-law in 
Allahabad itself : He proved to be a saviour for his family in distress. He not only renovated 
and refurpished the house left by him, but took upon himself the entire responsibility of his 
bereaved family. He is a gem of a man, extremely affable, understanding and accomodating. 
‘Guru’ doted him as his own son, so much so. that when I broke the news of liis sad dernise 
to him, him, he wept like a child and could be consoled only with great diffieulty, 

When it came to spending, ‘Guru’ had scant regard for money. He was a profligate 
and a reck less spender. In his dauglers marriage be spent money as if he had gone bersek. 
There is no doubt thaa in this marriage he spent money beyond his means. But money was 
never an insurmountable problem for him. He could always rely on his inumerable friends 
and admires who in no case would let him down. It was in fact with their help and the 
iponey from the ancestral home that he could tide over the marriage rigmarde. His daughters 



marriage was one of the most memorable occasions of Allahabad Agricultural Institute ; To 
attribute his premature death to financial stringency amid setbacks in the marriage is purely a 
figment of imgination and an affront to his towering personality ‘Guru’ had the capacity to 
emerge unscathed through many excruciating situations ; His death was purely accidental and 
can be attributed only to ararigmetic and unsciutable ways of providence and Almighty 

Apart from his only daughter, ‘Guru’ has left a son who was the cynosure of his eyes : 
He is at present studying in Bethany convent, Naini and is the pride of the sccool, alwrays 
standing first in his class. From all indicateins he is sure to rise and create a glorious niche 
for him in society. He is at present the .tutelage of his mother and brother-in-law. 

Mrs. Dwivedi, although grief stricken and shattered, is an intrepid and active woman. 
She if trying to put up a brave fight against all od is thrust on her by the ciuel hands of 
fate. Her son-in-law has become to her a saviour and a massiah. 

‘Guru’ used to tell his wife that he would live for 100 years and shower money and gold 
on her one day. But God willed it otherwise. Although his wish was not fulfilled but sure 
enough he will live forever in the heart of his friends and admirers.
